TO THE GRAND JURY. 


The solemn form of the oath just ad- 


ministered to you, is calculated to im- 
press seriously upon the mind, the im- 
portance of the various duties incident 
to your office. 
When we look abroad 


into the world, and behold the flagrant 
violations ofthe public peace, and the 
frequent invasions of thecommon decen- 
cies of life, which so often and so pub- 
licly occur, it is a serious and solemn 
duty, for a citizen to assume, under the 
sacred obligation of an oath, the task 
ef candidly communicating to his fel- 
low Jurors, every case of criminal of- 
fence, which shall have come within his 
own personal knowledge. For remem- 
ber, that you are not only bound to pre- 
sent truly "all things that shall.be 
given you in charge," but "all things 
which you know, of your own knowl- 
edge, to be presentable here." It is a 
sore reproach upon the administration 
of public justice, that, notwithstanding, 
every three months, a Grand Jury is se- 
lected from every part of the County, 
consisting of the most virtuous, and in- 
telligent, portion of the community— 
charged, upon their oaths, to make 
"diligent inquiry, and true present- 
ment, of all public crimes and misde- 
ineanors,falling within their own know- 
ledge, that still, the peace and good or- 
der of society, should be so frequently 
and so shamefully invaded—and the or- 
dinary decencies ot life, be so publicly 
degraded and reproached. 


It has become fashionable to depre- 


ciate the existing Criminal code of 
Pennsylvania,and to torture publicjopin- 
ion, with the discussion of abstract 
questions of policy. If half the indus- 
try; and talent were employed, in put- 
ting faithfully into execution, the laws 
as they exist, that is displayed, in pro- 
jected systems of reform, it is probable, 
the practical benefits resulting to the 
community, would be much more a- 
bundant. 
It is not the petty pilferer, 


who is brought into Court, in poverty, 
and rags, for meddling with some tri- 
fling article of property that is not his 
own—that engenders the moral dis- 
eases of the body politic:nor is it, the 
sudden ebullition of passion, that-ter- 
minates in an assault and battery. The 
miserable tenants of our jails, and sub- 
jects of criminal prosecutions in Court, 
are more frequently the victims of 
moral depra-vity. than the authors of it. 
Society, like the machinery of the hu- 
man body, is wonderfully constituted. 
Themtellectual and moral powers of its 
mesnbers, are strangely graduated and 
combined ; and it requires the constant 
exercise of both, to preserve the vast 
political machine in order. It is obvi- 
ous, that much depends upon the influ- 
ence of the higher grades of intellect, 
and of persons placed in responsible 
situations, in giving a proper tone and 
current to public opinion : for there is 


In the one case, the system must be 
cleansed of the impurity that generated 
the disease; and, in the other, the mor- 
al feeling, which leads to the commis- 
sion of crime, must be reformed. 
The 


offences committed, are the fruits of a 
degenerate tree; and whatever dispo- 
sition you may make of such fruit, it 
never can be better, until the tree itself 
is invigorated and improved. 


We have numerous public fountains, 


from which depravity flows in copious 
streams, and threatens to deluge the 
land in rice and folly. 
Among the 


most conspicuous, are tippling hou- 
ses and disorderly taverns; Drunk- 
enness, which is both the cause and con- 
sequence of the first; and Gambling, 
the concomitant of both. 


It has happened,that one foul stye has 


blasted the neighborhood : and from 
year to year, such contagious nuisances 
have continued, notwithstanding -the 
quarterly returns of Constables, from 
all the townships in the County npon 
their oaths;and notwithstanding the oft- 
repeated inquiries and presentments of 
successive Grand Juries; and, besides 
these", the -vigilance of a Sheriff, Coro- 
ner, and numerous Magistrates, all of 
whom are, ex offitio, conservators of the 
peace. Public haunts office might ail 
be suppressed,if the laws \vere prompt- 
ly executed:1*- 


It would be amelancholy pilgrimage, 


for a reflecting man, to set out upon a 
journey of observation, with the erec- 
tion of a sign post of some newly licen- 
sed tavern, to be conducted under the 
auspices of Bacchus, or the first clan- 
destine violation of the law, in the sale 
of ardent spirits, in a Tippling house ; 
and to witness, how many unfortunate 
subjects were drilled and effectually pre- 
pared,in these sinks ofpollution,for the 
Penitentiary. 
He would witness the a- 


ged parent of a family, at first, by 
stealth, steal in to quench his thirst; 
and while the more frequently he 
drank, the hotter grew his palate.— 
From once a day, to twice—from meet- 


is distinguished for the regularity and 
good order of her better kind of Tav- 
erns, and for the respectability and high 
character of their keepers. 
Such in- 


stitutions are indispensable; and the 
public has a deep interest in their en- 
couragement and protection. 


The remedy for the evils we have 


referred to, is, by improving the reli- 
gious and moral condition of society, 
by instilling into its members more 
sound and better "principles. 
The 


means are abundant. The proper reg- 
ulation of common Schools; the en- 
couragement of Sunday Schools for re- 
ligious instruction; the enforcing a due 
observance of Sundays,v arid attending 
places of public worship; discouraging 
idleness, and profane language; and 
cultivating habits of industry in what- 
ever lawful employment we may be en- 
gaged—are some of the means, and 
some of the duties, required at the 
hands of every good member of society. 


In addition to these, let Grand Juries 


and public officers be prompt and vigi- 
lant, in bringing to punishment notori- 
ous offenders, and presenting-all public 
haunts of vice as common nuisances; 
and the moral condition of the commu- 
nity would not only be protected, but 
essentially improved. 
The misery 


which vice and folly inflicts upon fami- 
lies, and upon community, admonishes 
us, in a voice of agony, to a faithful dis- 
charge of our duties, as public officers, 
and as private citizens; and if any good 
shall proceed from our labors, surely 
the reward will be of a most acceptable 
kind,

no country, of which we have any 
knowledge, where public opinion has 
more sovereign sway, than among our- 
ielves. The lesser moral powers, and 
dregs of existence, are buffeted about, 
like motes upon the surface of a head- 
long stream, and are but little consult- 
ed as to results and consequences.— 
The contagion that generates diseases, 
arises from a moral depravity, engen- 
dered in the deepest roots oi society, 
and not in its feeble branches. And a 
remedy, to be effectual, must be appli- 
ed to the source of the disease. A fun- 
gus is not to be cured by simple, or re- 
peated amputation, anymore than felo- 


is to be suppressed by a simple, or

lug one, some half a dozen cronies ; 
and from quaffing off his gill, 'twould 
end in half a pint. 
Sons would be seen 


following the example, and from fre- 
quent repetition, shyness and stealth 
would be laid aside ; and perhaps the 
lapse of half a year would find the sol- 
emn*and sedate, transformed into bar- 
room topers, and confirmed drunkards. 
Drinking is asocial quality—and can- 
not live by what it feeds on. 
Gambling 


is its natural associate. A Gambler 
and Drunkard is a finished character. 
Without either of the characteristics, 
it is but half complete. 
The host, too, 


would be found practising all his arts 
in decoying the unwary in, to enlarge 
his company—to detain them as loug 
as possible about his bar-room, so as 
to increase his amount of sales. While 
the jolly souls are carousing in the mad- 
ness of inebriation, or, too far gone, 
are moping away their hours in sense- 
less stupidity—a visit to their forsa- 
ken families—to their wives and chil- 
dren—however painful, might not be 
withottt instruction. It is one ef the 
inscrutable dispensations of Provi- 
dence, that the sufferings of Intempe- 
rance do not fall the hardest upon the 
transgressor. 
Others connected with 


him in near relationship, are often 
doomed to tenfold misery. 
When 


these sceiies of revelry and dissipation 
are run, every feeling and affection of 
the heart is changed. A loss of self- 
respect; a suspicion of the respect of 
others; a disrelish for the society of 
former friends, and even of his own 
family; disease and prostration of both 
body and mind—are the sure conse- 
quences of such a course. In different 
persons, and at different stages of the 
process, the effects produced upon the 
habits of individuals, are exceedingly 
various. In one class—the energies of 
the mind and body are rapidly destroy- 
ed, and they sink ijato senseless stupid- 
ity : upon another class, the poison 
works more slow, and the moral sense 
is deeply affected, long before the ener- 
gies of the body are destroyed. With 
such men, the inducements to crime, 
increase with the decay of conscience: 
so that a two fold force is pressing- up- 
on them, at the same time, and in the 
same direction.

Drunkenness and Gambling, arc but a 
few of the numerous nurseries and 
strengthening nutriment of vice, that 
might be named; but they are, certain- 
ly, the most common—the most effi- 
cient—and the most destructive.— 
When I speak of taverns, I mean, ex- 
clusively, the disorderly—such as are 
to be found in almost every County, 
where drunkenness, *bllyand crime are

CRIME & PUNISHMENT. 


[Concluded from our last.] 


Laws ought to be calculated to oper- 


ate upon our moral feelings. 
The first 


element in the science of human gov- 
ernment is, to consider well the nature 
of the subject. Man is composed of 
the. powerful passions of fear, of love, 
and of praise. These have been im- 
planted in the human breast by his ma- 
ker, for the wisest and best purposes. 
It is therefore peculiarly fit and proper, 
that rulers, in the enactment of laws, 
should' well consider and understand 
these main springs of human aciion, in 
order to restrain his inordinate pas- 
sions, which tend to disturb the peace 
of society in the one case, and in the oth- 
er to flatter his love of praise, and that 
desire which all men have, of being ad- 
mired for some real or supposed excel- 
lence. These ought not then, by the 
most debasing and odious exposure to 
public infamy, to be eradicated and 
torn out of ihe human breast, "deceit- 
ful and desperately wicked/' as the 
heart of man is known to be: yet is 
there no palliating circumstances to 
plead, in mitigation of the rigoious 
severity to which poor human nature 
is doomed to submit—the extremities 
to which many are subjected, by injus- 
tice and oppression on the one hand, 
and the strength of passion, in an un- 
guarded moment, on the other: besides, 
there are a variety of diseases, bodily 
and mental. In fine, may not a tumult 
of afflicting circumstances combine 
themselves into so formidable an array, 
as to overcome all the restraints of rea- 
son and self government. 
The human 


mind is liable to mental derangement, 
from the slightest degree of imbecility 
to the extremities of madness, that, hi 
many instances, it is difficult, if not im- 
possible, to tell when a man may, or 
may not be under its influence; but we 
think it may be safely asserted, that 
few men are prepared for the commis- 
sion of crimes of a very flagrant :iature, 
in the full possession of a sound mind, 
wilful and premeditated. In order to 
constitute a crime punishable by our 
la->*s, the perpetrator of the deed "must 
be of a sound mind; yet, admitting it 
possible, these instances arc very rare 
—and, when they do occur, confine- 
ment becomes necessary, for the same 
reason that you would guard against 
the destructive element of fire, or the 
fury of a tiger or a lion ; as it will not 
be contended, but that the strong arm 
of the government is sufficient to afford 
security. Should reason, and a return 
of mental energy again resume their 
proper station, it is well—if not, it is 
only one of the evils entailed on the hu- 
man family, and -which the wisdom of 
a vrell regulated society must dispose of 
in a manner best to secure the safety of 
the citizen, and which may best tend to 
promote the reformation of the unhap- 
py offender, 
A learned writer says: 


A man may, by the effect ef habit, be- 
come totally incapable of exercising 
the aowfr^of moral »c«i<7iij 


man may lose his natural powers, inno- 
cently, by disease, accident or in any oth- 
er way, so as to disable him to procure 
for himself the means of subsistence : 
will compassion, or the tender feelings 
oi'hiimanity, coolly wait, before they af- 
ford relief? 
And to which of these 


causes it is, which has reduced him to 
his present condition, is it reconcilea- 
ble either with Christian duty or moral 
obligation, to feed and clothe the lat- 
ter, and sentence the former to be con- 
fined within the walls of a prison, or suf- 
fer death on the gallows ? But, admit- 
ting'to the furthest extent, the right!of 
punishing every crime as the advo- 
cates of capital punishment contend, e- 
ven Death itself is not an equal punish- 
ment to all. Take the desperado, who 
has rendered his life insupportable by 
his crimes—to such, the threatening of 
death would excite no terror. But it 
is said again, that Death itself is not e- 
quivalent to the atrocity of some 
crimes; but that it is as far as human 
laws can reach, were this insufficient. 
We reply, spare the life; for, to many, 
a state of confinement would be tenfold 
worse than death. But it is said again, 
that it is better to take away the life of 
one forfeited by crimes, than to endan- 
ger the life of many, where the gener- 
al good requires it—aye, forfeited, where 
the general good requires it. This is at 
once taking for granted, the very fhing 
denied. 
We say that no such right 


exists, even if it were to be the means of 
saving thousands.—One such act, if 
admitted, would, if our doctrine be true, 
go to unhinge the whole system ofthe mo- 
ral and intellectual world, and introduce 
universal confusion and disorder there- 
in. It would be no less than to arraign 
the will of Heaven, making it coincide 
with the arrogant pretensions of men. 
Although it would be wise to act with 
caution, especially when in opposition 
to the experience of past ages, .yet this 
rule is not to be too strictly adhered to. 
Had the American Congress been gov- 
erned by this principle, we should not 
have had any bill of rights secured to 
us, issuing from the'.fountain of power, 
the people. 


_ Whilst the artful and unprincipled 


villain can devise means and arguments 
to evade the just operation of the laws, 
let legislators be careful of not being 
chdrgeable with the same device, by in- 
fringing on the Divine prerogative, in 
punishing certain crimes with death as 
the cheapest means of getting rid of an 
unprofitable member of society. 
You 


would be ready to pronounce him an 
unsuitable and unskilful physician, who 
would amputate a limb, when by a 
skilful application of medicine, 
the 


member might have been preserved.— 
There may be certain evils in society, 
which their present condition is not 
prepared to remove, but by gradual ad- 
vances—such, for example, is the con- 
tinuance of Negro Slavery, under a free 
government. 
This, however, affords 


no solid argument in support of the 
principle, or against the adoption of 
proper measures for its entire removal. 


We shall now dismiss all further re- 


marks on the policy of the measure ; and 
proceed to shew, that Capital Punish- 
ment is not calculated to remedy the e- 
vil intended by it. 
And here we might 


safely trust to experience, to attest the 
truth of this remark—that the frequen- 
cy of public executions takes away, in 
a great measure, their effect. It is said, 
that in the City of London, where they 
are common, the thief that is hanged 
to-day, hath learned his intrepidity 
from his hanged predecessor. "This, 
under a government, which, as we have 
already noticed, can boast of the justice 
and mildness of its 3aws, and improve- 
ment in morals and civilization, is at 
once sufficient to excite our abhorrence 
—no less, its inconsistency. For this 
purpose, we shall cite one single case, 
as well to shew the inefficacy of public 
executions to deter from the comiuis- 
sion of crime, as to expose the barbar- 
ity and cruelty of the act. This was 
the case of Col. Despord, who, for high 
treason, so late as 1SQS, when honora- 
ble testimony was gnen by Lord Nel- 
son, of CO years' public service,sufTercd 
death OB the scafTold. Lord Ellenfaor- 
ough passed the following sentence, 
which was executed accordingly—to 
be hanged by ihe neck, but not until 
you are d»;ad, for whilst you are still 
living, your body is to be taken down, 
yourbovrels JOT:* out,and burnt before 
your face, your hands are then to be cut 
off, and your bcdy divided into four 
quarters, to be at the King's dispos-d. 
When this was performed, the execu- 
tioner, holding it up to the \ie\v ofthe 
populace, exclaimed—this is ihe head 
-of tV Tra^n- F^-^ar^ M !V<.Tvr,-H 


The same day which ^witnessed this ex- 
ecution. brought on the case of Jean 
Petitier for a libel. Robert Emmett's 
case, so well known,' 'immediately follow- 
ed. 


It is a fact well attested by every one 


who has witnessed public executions, 
that the constancy and fortitude, under 
thcdread and ignominy of punishment, 
excites the sympathy and applause of 
every spectator.- 
pur admiration of 


their magnanimity in suffering, almost 
extinguishes our abhorrence on ac- 
count of their crimes. 
Firmness and 


constancy, it is true, may, and often are, 
exercised by the most hardened offen- 
der ; yet, even in his case, they excite 
the most tender sensibility in the be- 
holder—and, no doubt, a perception of - 
this by the sufferer, is soothing to 'him 
in the critical moment, and helps to in- 
spire that firmness with .which he 
meets his fate. 
Indeed, a competent 


knowledge of human nature, and which 
every man must feel within 'himself. 
might have led to this discovery. 
An 


eminent writer on the British criminal 
code, thus expresses himself— "To fi- 
nite the ideas of death and shame, is not 
so easy as may be imagined — all ideas 
of the latter being absorbed, in the for- 
mer. 
To prove this, I will appeal to 


every one who has seei> an execution. 
or a procession to an execution;" let him 
tell me, when he hath beheld a poor 
wretch bound in a cart, just on the 
verge of eternity, all pale and trem- 
bling with his approaching fate, wheth- 
er the idea of shame' has ever entered 
his mind, much less will the bold, da-' 
rmg rogue, who glories in his present 
condition, inspire his beholders with 
any such sensation." 
How far such 


examples are an object of terror, espe- 
cially to those for whose use'it is prin- 
cipally intended, I leave to the conside- 
ration of every reasonable man. — - 
The mind of man is so much more ca- 
pable of magnifying ihan the eye, "that 
I question whether every object that 
we behold, is not lessened by being fre- 
quently looked upon. If, therefore, the 
terror cf example is removed by fre- 
quent executions, then is the design of 
the law rendered wholly useless, the 
hves of the persons executed thrown a- 
way, and rather sacrificed to the ven- 
geance, than to the good of t^ public. 
which receives no other benefit, than to 
get rid of one, whose place will be im- 
mediately supplied by- another. 
Let 


legislators and rulers be careful that 
they incur not the blame of many of the 
evils for which penalties are provided • 
lor what is more shocking, than to see 
an mdustnous poor creature, who is a- ' 
ble and willing to labor, forced, by mere 
want, mto dishonesty—and that, too, 
m nations flourishing in wealth, power, 
and commerce.

flour, that are valuable. 
Wheat flour 


consists principally of two substances, 
starcli(feculaj and gluten, thelatter be- 
in* somewhat similar to the glue ol 
animals, it is from the gluten that the 
flour derives its highly nutritive quali- 
ties- the starch affords much less nour- 
ishment. But all wheat dees not con- 
tain the same portion of gluten, and itis 
a matter of great interest to the consu- 
mer to be able to tet>t it in this respect. 
This is done by a sure and simple mode. 
Take alittle flour in the hand, and make 
dough of U with cold water; il the 
dough, after working it a icw minutes 
is tough, and #oes not become soft and 
flabby, it coatuins a proper quantity oi 
glutet. and » good flour. 1 he tough- 
er the do^a, the better the flour If 
the dough be of a dead, pultyish con- 
sistence, it contains little gluten, and of 
course little nourishment m propor- 
tion to its weight. 
There is iully ten 


per cent, difference in the value ot flour, 
arising from the difference in the pro- 
portions of the two constituent parts 
named. A "barrel of the short flour, as 
bakers term that which is deficient, will 
not produce more than 240lbs. of bread, 
while the good or glutinous, will pro- 
duce 265, the loaves being besides lar- 
ger and really more nutritive.

difference in the quality, is attributed to 
the soil upon which the wheat is rai- 
sgfc 
In Baltimore, the flour denonu- 


nated'"Hov,'ard street," is considered 
good; that which is called "whan 
Sour," is short, or deficient in gluten.— 
Where the wheat of either ^produced 
and manufactured is not stated ; though 
ii is said- that the grain which produces 
Howard* street flour, would if sown in 
the.Gennessee country, produce short 
flour.

Summit Level.—In the county of Pot- 


ter, on the north line of Pennsylva- 
nia, three small streams begin the 
world within a few miles of each other, 
whose course terminates at the extreme 
points of the country, viz.: the Allegha- 
ny River, flowing south \\est to the O- 
hio and Mississippi, falls into the Gulf 
of Mexico ; Pine Creek, flowing south- 
wardly to the Susquchanna, falls into 
Chesapeake Bay; Gennessce River, 
flowing northward to Lake Ontario, 
falls into the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 


Remarkable Snake livni.—The follow- 


ing extraordinary circumstances are 
said to have lately occurred at or near 
Hillsborough, in Fountain County, in 
the State of Indiana. For some years 
past this place has been infested with 
snakes, so numerous that people were 
not safe even in their beds at night.— 
So great was the terror of the citizens 
that few dared to venture out after 
dark, for fear of them. Last fall, a per- 
son living-in the neighborhood, discov- 
ered a cave in the bank of the creek, 
where it was supposed they had taken 
up their abode for the Winter. Upon 
the information obtaining circulation, 
the citizens turned out en masse to de- 
stroy them. They commenced by .dig- 
ging and removing ihe earth and rocks, 
from the niovth of the den, until they 
came to them. 
They lay in coils in ihe 


crevices of the rocks. Wooden hooks 
were thrust in, and frequently three or 
four were drawn out. The two first 
days, they caught one hundred and 
forty two—about one hundred were 
Rattle Snakes, and the remainder the 
Copper-headed Snakes. 
They were in 


general of the largest size. 


Digging and killing have since con- 


tinued, but to what extent we are not 
informed. 


Washing- Sallad for three or four 


minutes in sea or salt water, is recom- 
mended as an effectual means of getting 
rid of all insects. Vegetables of every 
kind ought to be so cleansed, and alter- 
wards washed in the usual way in fresh 
water.

British svpply and consumption of Grain. 


From estimates made, particularly 


those of Mr. Jacobs, it is supposed that 
the price of bread stuffs cannot de- 
crease during the coming season. ^ It 
is estimated that the whole population 
to be fed, is 16,000,000, and that ihe 
consumption of bread slufis is equal to 
a quarter each ; but as many things are 
substituted for wheat bread, consump- 
tion may be put down at 14,470,000. — 
The produce of the. harvest in ordinary 
seasons, is 13,000,000; but last year it 
fell short, and is estimated al only 9,- 
000,000. The importations from Ire- 
land are generally about 400,000, and 
at the commencement of the harvest of 
1828, there was a slock on hand of 755,- 
274, making altogether an aggregate of 
10,155,277 to meet the consumption of 
14,470,000, and leaving a deficiency to 
be supplied from foreign sources, of 4,- 
3 14,723. The foreign^ imports of 1827 
was 611,334. It is supposed that the 
surplus wheat of Europe is not more 
than 1,000,000 quarters, and that of A- 
merica not exceeding half a million.— 
Thus, supposing Great Britain to be- 
come the purchaser of all the surplus 
grain of Europe and America, there 
will be a very large defect to be sup- 
plied by substitutes for bread, and it is 
conjectured, and we confess with much 
apparent reason, that the scarcity will 
be very sensibly felt.
